Under the auspices of the Montreal 
Art Association, Captain Julia Hen- 
Shaw lost night gave an exceedingly 
interesting lecture on what she has 
seen in France during the last two 
winters. During- this period she has 
been on special duty in connection 
with trench and' hospital auxiliary 
supplies, and knows thoroughly the 
need of keeping up an unceasing sup 
ply of medical accessories for the 
Canadian Hospttala ln France, She 
lectured, 9i{ usuaii to a laiipt ''and dis- 
tinguished 'audience,' who,' judging by 
(he applause, 'appraciated to the ut- 
most her splendid lectuK. , 

To illustrate;, the lecture and bring 
Into contrast the difference, betweei. 
Canada, the land, of plenty,, and starv- 
ing .France, a- number of interesting 
lantern slides w^re shown, which in- 
cluded scenes in the psnadlan North- 
west, and in 'thé .very city, of Ver- 
dun itself. Speaking of Verdun, Cap- 
tain - Henshaw expûlhed . the . system 
of underground dwellings and store- 
houses which has Uken the place ot 
the surface houses, which are now a 
mass of ruins. AH the , civilians havi.-, 
of course, left Verdu^, find èvery 'sol- 
.dler is now quartered' underground. 
Offices, dining haUa, and even hospl-" 
tfcls have been tunnelled out by the 
French troops. They are lighted b> 
electric light, and the supply of air 
Is replenished twice a day by iH u^- 
to>«liiifl',.,^pnmpIng system. , But ,ui> tc. 
«' 'cMMîtttlvé Short' t(m«: ago, ow- 
ing to the great need for hospital sup- 
plies, for our own troops, the Cana- 
dian Red Cross has been unable to 
supply their usual amount of aurgl- 
csl dressings to the trench field hos- 
pitals, and there has been much add- 
ed suffering, among our brave Allios, 
The pictures of Verdun were really 
wonderful, and the lecturer had a wa> 
of Impreoaing: the points she wished 
to emphaalta In a way which btd» 
fair to brtng gratifying returns from 
her Canadian . tour. 

Unfortunately Captain Henshaw 
could reveal very little about the Mc- 
Gill Hospital under Col. BIrkett. When 
questioned im. this point she stated 
that much ns she would like tn tell 
of this unit, the Censor had forbidden 
any such news to be circulated at 
present, and promised to write to the 
Daily AS soon as she was permitted 
to revesi any news of Importance. 
She did say, however, that the McOIIl 
Hospital' was />ne of the most effi- 
cient nnd best hospitals of the kind 
In France. 

Mrs'. Henshaw will return to Mont- 
real on November ,l8t, and will then 
deliver an 'address . at the Rltz-Carl- 
ton. under.. the': auaplees/ of the Muni- 
cipal Chapter- liO.D.Et

At a meeting of the Corporation of 
McOill University held yesterday, re- 
gistration figures were submitted from 
the several Faculties, 

In the Faculty of Arts, the total re- 
gistration is 306, as against S»S last 
year. The decrease Is noticeable In 
each year. 

In the Faculty of Applied Science 
the total number registered is 168. as 
against 182 last year. The fact that 
thera ia not a greater decrease tn 
this Faculty is 'due to the fact) that 
the number of students registered in 
the first year exceeds that of last. 
There has been a great falling oft in 
the Fourth Tear, owing to enroll- 
ments for active service. 

In the Faculty of Medicine, the 
number enrolled la 401, (of whom 41 
are In the Department of Dentistry), 
compared with 380 last year. The in- 
crease is due ' chiefly to the larger 
registration in the First Tear, there 
being 111, including Dentals, whereas 
'nut sesaion only 84 had registered In 

\s year. 

The decrease in the Faculty of Law 
iR^more pronounced, perhaps, than In 
any other, there being only 38 stu- 
dents registered, compared with &2 
last year, and of these, five are wom- 
en. 

In Macdonald College the decrease 
is also noticeable, there bein^ only 56 
enrolled in the School of Agriculture, 
whereas there were 77 lost year. In 
the School for Teachers, the number 
stands at about the same figure, but 
there, 1^ a jipnsiderable decrease In the 
School 'of Household Science,' 64 be- 
ing in attendance as against 108 last 
year. The decrease In the registra- 
tion for the Institution as a whole Is 
195. 

The following record of the activi- 
ties In connection with the war un- 
der the Faculty of Applied Science 
was submitted, ^y' the Dean: During 
the past year many of the members 
of the staff have been engaged In 
work In connection with munitions 
nnd other war work. Professor Herdl's 
Department has had charge, of the 
Inspection of the very large purchases 
rtt supplies which have been made- in 
Canada by the French Government. 
The testing of all shell steel used in 
the Montreal district has been con- 
centrated at McOIII University, an 
additional 'Buckton testing machine 
having been specially Installed for thia 
purpose, and the services of the labor- 
atory staff have been freely extended 
to. the Imperial. Munitions Board. 
Throughout . the year vocational train- 
ing work (or returned i sMdleVs has 
iieen carsied on in the Machine Shops 
of the Faculty, with the result that 
a considerable number of men who 
were formerly without a trade have 
been trained as machinists, and are 
now earning much larger wages than 
they did before the war. The Facul- 
ty is now arranging, with the Mill- 
turv Hospitals Commlsxion, to enter 
upon re-educational work for return- 
ed soldiers on a much more extended 
scale, and over a much wider field. 
Including )clementary Electrical En- 
gineering and Mechanical Engineer- 
ing, Draughting, etc. 

From the Faculty of Medicine It' 
war reported that three students had 
successfully pas%ed the supplemental 
exnmlnntluns of the final year, and on 
the recommendation of the Dean,' were 
granted the degree of M. D., C. IS.

TI:o . establishment of the Depart' 
ment of Pharmacy,* under the Facul-- 
ty of Medlc;ne, was formally author- 
ized, and the Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine reported an enrollment in 
that Dnpartment of .42 students. 

The Director ~ of the Conservatorium 
of'i'TusIc reported ah .enrollment of 
studotite, equal to that of lost year. 
He also reported the purchase of the 
library of the late^Mr. Couture, and 
p'jlnied out the measures that . are 
under consideration for. the strength- 
eninfc and extending of - the work of 
thill useful institution. 

A number of gifts to the Library 
were reported, the- principal being à 
complete net of the Statutes of the 
Realm from Mr, A- J'. .Brown, one 
of^ÙM^poyerribra 'of • the University, 
nndl^-'a^ia^ge^;.'colfMtion of books on 
MlMralogy'ifrom^ Adams.

It was a pleasant sigKl on Monday evening to see a gathering of 
over. « hundred students, assembled for purposes of enjoyment. One 
. fact, however, which impressed itself strongly upon us as we stood 
watching the crowd which waited in the hall was the lack of "chum- 
miness" among the first year men, of whom there were a large num- 
ber present. In the case of the students of upper years, groups of 
friends and acquaintances were soon formed and chatted away 

• cheerily; but the freshmen for the most part stood aloof from these 
groups, and from one another, with a species of mutual distrust. 

, ^ It is a great pity that men, when they reach the age at which 
they attfefad college, cannot learn to cast away their coldness and 
snobbishno^ on occasions such as this, and mix with other students 
of the University without formal introduction. Surely this hesita- 
tion in showing a spirit of goodwill and comradeship must be detri- 
mental to the efforts .that are being made to promote college spirit 
and co-operation in University activities.^ It is this sort of thing 
that hinders the work of the "Y" and other institutions that make 
it their purpose to introduce new-comers properly into McGill and 
provide them with an encouraging welcome. 

Imagine, for example, a man who is seeking for eompanionship 
, and enters the Union. He goes up to the billiard room and finds 
' there half a dozen men whose faces are rather familiar to him, al- 
though he does not know their names. It is only natural that he 
should nod to them and say, "Hello, fellows," but does le get a 
hearty greeting in return! The odds are ten to one that his words 
; produce a look of surprise ag great aa if they had been in Persian, 
1 ànd^ smiles. o£ a superior and exasperating kind. It is made plain 
] by their attitude that they regard him as sn "outsider," who is try- 
i ing to force his com'paiiy' upon them uninvited. The result is that 
: the rebufféd one is kepV fromr making another attempt at friendli- 
I ness, and is apt to form a very low. opinion olf the majority of his 
i 'fellow-students. ; - 

; It must be admitted that in many casés the first year men are 
to blame! It is natural, perhaps, that in a new environment and 
with new activities around them they should be slow in forming 
friendships, but none the less it is most regrettable. Many a man 
has frankly admitted that he went through his first year at college 
without knowing half of his fellow-classmen, even by sight, and yet 
:not a few of these men were perhaps hungry for fellowship and were 
forced to seek it outside the bounds of McGill in less desirable com- 
pany. It is interesting to note that as a rule the slowest men to 
make friends among their class-mates are those who come from large 
Bstitiitions about the city, the reason being that they matriculate 
in groups of five or six, which cling together without feeling the 
need of extending their acquaintance. Although it is true, however, 

• tjiat they themselves may not want many new friends at the mo- 
ment, they should think of the men who come from "smaller places, 
situated perhaps hundreds of miles away, and who reach^.MoOill 
without a single comrade to make them feel that they are no¥enlire 
ly alone and forgotten." 

Get acquainted, then, you men of the first years I Don't be 
afraid to extend a welcoming hand to a man whose name you can- 
not -for the moment remember, but whom you know to be. a' olas» 
mate. And above all, do not, throuugh a silly snobbishness or lack 
of sympathy, repulse the advances of others who are willing to offer 
you th<^ friendship. ' * •

and instead of plunging into the life around college and doing his 
"bit" toward the upkeep of student activities, lingers around col- 
lege halls for several years and departs with a barely won degree, 
which he imagines is an " Education," but leaves nothing of his own 
behind him. ' ■/ 

To such a' one there is nothing inspiring in the ordinary rounds 
of; college life. He has access, it might almost be said, to the whole 
literature of the world. There are art galleries and museums, the 
dpor^of which are wide open for his benefit. There are numbers 
of student activities calling earnestly for his support.' ' And yet he 
is dull and can not live already, but must, perforce, postpone his 

'flHÉé^'d, in ,tlie precious moments not given to gainiqg the requisite 
'^p^^dgc required to pass the examinations, he^remains practically 
idl^lfienefiting neither himself nor anyone else. Hé'is ùhabîé to 
comprehend the tremendous truth, which Thomas a Kempis assorts 
when he says, "Never be entirely idle, but either be reading^or 
Svriting or praying or meditating or endeavouring soinething for the 
• Tpublic-good." • / , •

. With the British Armlss. 

For sevvral yean before the war 
came upon ua I wan In the bablt of 
thinking and writing and speaking 
about tt^ iaa a great ImygpjiBy menace 
to the peace of the S|S^Wgi>and for 
three yeara— from the day when the 
ghastly tragedy broke upon the aarth 
—I have fthought and: written «pd 
spoken of very - little elae. But not 
u.l now have I begun to re»Ilae what 
Is happening— to grasp in any true 
measure the magnitude of the thing; 
Its weird contradictions — on one hand. 
Us transcendent glory, and, on the 
other, its devUlsh Iniquity; but, with- 
al. Its solemn purport. Ita grtm^Iesson 
—Its deep, mystlo meaning' and sig- 
nificance. Ood, the mystery of It! 

I say I have "begun" to understand 
these things— for I am writing at the 
close of the first day of my visit; 
and, by the providence of Ood, I shall 
learn much more ere It is ended. Liet 
me try to revlsuallse the scenes which 
itave already passed my bewildered and 
wondering eyes. A day ago I found 
myself on board a vessel which I had 
known well In happier times'. Indeed, 
I Was one of a party which crossed 
the Channel with her on her maiden 
voyage. What a transformation! 
Making for my old place in the amok- 
Ing-.room, I found that apartment re- 
served for women; and all the rest of 
the ship was a living cargo of khaki 
With maliy a one I talked— and al- 
ways and ever It was the same story, 
They were bent on a' bloody business 
—and they meant to do It. No thought 
of Self, no word of apprehension; 
they were going , out to avenge the 
crimes of the Butcher of Berlin —to 
free the world from the spectre of 
"Kultured" barbarism which has atalk 
ed It 'or forty years; and they would 
do or die. Gallant gentlemen, all of 
them! ■ 

We all were ordered to ptit' on life' 
belts, and, thus ^equipped, we aettled 
down to look for.< mines and submar 
Inear-ln the year of Our. Xiord, 1917. r- 
after two thousand years of Christian- 
ity— In the Twentieth Century of Hur 
man ClylllsatlonI . But I w|ûi jfopn Jii 
France .— and speeding aloiiç^to 'dim ' 
eral Heidquarters, under thè 'gui,d(u^ 
)f a brilliant and distinguished.' Ai.^.b: 
It was known that my stay would' not 
be a very prolonged one, and we got 
to business at once on the arrange 
ment of the programme. "What would 
I like to see flrstT' Can you doubt 
my answer? I wanted to see and 
talk with the boys In the Casualty 
Clearing Stations and the Hospitals, 
After that I wanted to meet the lads 
In the Rest Camps. You see, you can't 
talk to men whilst they are actually 
fighting; and, besides, you never know 
what might happen, when— as before 
these lines are read I hope to have 
been— you are In the firing line and 
within two hundred yards of the Oer' 
man trenches. So I wanted to make 
sure of learning something, at all 
events, about the actual war — and 
who better to enlighten me than they 
who had gone through It? 

Doubtless you will be as surprised 
as I was to learn that the strength ot 
the medical services Is now larger 
than the original British Expedition 
ary Force. There Is a slupendoua fact 
for you — over 100.000 men (Including 
between five and six thousand doctors) 
engaged, in one way and another, 
to the sick and wounded— ;wlth no dIS' 
tinction between the treatment of our 
own inen and Uhe dermans. 

An^ 80 to-day has been .spent , at;:a 
huge Base Hospital— and the 'mem- 
ory of It will dwell In my soul so "long 
as life endures. .Try to picture to 
yourselves, at the back of the firing 
lines, a self-contained, wonderfully 
appointed and equipped hospital with 
thirty thousand beds — pathological 
laboratories (under tlie supervision of 
distinguished professors, who have 
given up their Chains to be there) 
operating theatres; dental workshops 
kitchens, dining rooms, recreation 
rooms for the convalescent; quarters 
for doctors, nurses , and attendants 
consulting roomsi record offices, Iso 
latlon wards; a wonderful laundry 
dealing with 36,000 sheets and other 
pieces every day;, an ice and soda 
water factory, *and I know not what 
beside. ' 

In such a place have I spent the day 
—and I thank God, from my heart, 
that I have Jived to do It. Did \I 
speak of the transcendent glory of the 
wttr7 Well, I have seen of It — re- 
velled In it— to-day as I have wit- 
nessed the. fortitude, the reslgrnatlon.of 
the suffering and the sacrifice of these 
dear boys. Did I speak of Ita deVlllsh 
iniquity? God li^ Heaven, what I have 
seen of that, too. I have been through 
ward after ward; I have been In the 
operating theatres; I have been in the 
mortuary — ah, and I have stood, spell- 
bound. In the Hospital cemetery, with 
Its little crosses pointing to Heaven

OQr country, with ita'AIlles, is wag- 
ing a great war for Justice,, for the 
protection of small nations In the en- 
joyment of their rights, for continued 
.nnd growing freedom and for the 
maintenance of Ita pledged word of 
honor. A M uc | i|Mi i^^ .and'desola 
tlon M^nilwqpmiaed. "the peasant 
fartnera' of Belgium, France, Serbia, 
Russia and* Roumania, whose 1 farms 
were In the Immediate areas of bat 
tie, have Iqgt everything and In >o;ne 
cases even the land itself, 

A British Empire Fund is being 
raised by, voluntary contributions for 
the restoration of agriculture on such 
farms In the devastated regions of 
France, Belgium, Serbia, Russia and 
Koumanla. The object of the Fund 
Is to (help In reinstating the peasant 
farmers In the Invaded countries of 
our Allies. This will be done by gifts 
of seed, live stock. Implements, eto.i 
to enable them to make a fresh start, 
The Agricultural Relief of the Al- 
lies' Committee began ita work by 
raising a fund in England. The King 
Is the Patron, the Duke of Portland 
Is the President, and there li a' lltrong 
Ehcecutlve Committee with the Earl 
of Northbrook . aa chairman. The 
work Is being continued and Is meet- 
ing with a gmtlfylng response. Last 
year it wafs decided to widen the ef- 
fort to' Include thé overseas Doaiin- 
Ions.

The lïeam school of PhyalCAl Edu- 
caUon will open iu eigrhth aeaaion at 
four o'clock to-day in the Royal Vic- 
toria College. The scboor offers two 
professional courses, (I ) - Massage and 
Remedial Gymnastics, and (2) Phy- 
sical ïJducation, a complete course In 
the theory and practice of physical 
Instruction. The courses provide a 
thorough ai; round training,, extend- 
ing over two years; but they are in- 
dependent, and for the present^ eith- 
er may b« taken separately. 

The School was opened in 1912, to 
give Canada a training centre for 
teachers of' gymnastics In public ana 
private schools and institutions. 

In 1>14 the course in massage and 
remedial gymnastics was added, part- 
ly to strengthen the qualifications of 
gymnastic teachers, and partly to 
meet the growing demand for trained 
masseuse», especially in view of the 
urgent needs of returned wounded 
soldiers. 

In the fall of 1»1« the full one-year 
course was established, \Vhlch proved 
to be a decided success. Next year the 
school hopes to extend its diploma 
coume to two years, as Is required In 
the best schools abroad. 

The work of the school is done In 
the following buildings, by the cour- 
tesy of the authoritiea of the institu- 
tions concerned, to whom the school 
Is Indebted for the use of their orig- 
inal equipment: 

I. — Royal Victoria Collège» admin- 
istrative headquarters and lectures 
(afternoon). 

II. — Montreal Amateur Athletic Ai- 
Boclatton: practical work and lectures 
(morning). 

Students are aaaoclate membera of 
the M.A.A.A.,. and have all the priv 
llegea of memberahlp, except where 
these are limited by the regulations 
of the School. 

III. — Montreal General Hoapltal; 
oUnlcal work and demonstrations. 

The School Is indebted to the Pro-, 
testant Board and the ladles' Benevo- 
lent Institution for splendid facllitlei 
In practice teaching. This aide , of the 
work of the School .has enabled Its 
mduates, now at work. In this Prov- 
ince and elsewhere, to establish a 
gratifying reputation for the. School 
One graduate haâ received a Governr 
ment appointment as far #field as 
Bombay, India. It ts.algnlfleiint, too, 
that, whereas the Sch«ol has hither- 
to trained only atudenta living in 
Montreal, It is now drawing students 
from many places. The entry so far 
this year haa been very good, twenty- 
two ' names having been enroled.

Absence of Many Former Stars 
Weakens Teams. 



Judging from the results of sev 
eral of the eastern' college foott>all 
games of last ^Saturday, the coaches ot 
more than one of the big teams are 
going to have their bands full this 
week trying to get their squads In 
âhape tor the ganies to come. Football 
thill fall 1:$ nut lu be taken loo serl- 
oubly, as many of the players who 
would have furnished splendid mater- 
ial fur the big teams are 'now doing 
tlieii' bit toward winning the war, and 
the fact thai ihelr Alma Mater may 
have a defeat Or two charged up 
against It should not be taken as a 
sign of football weakness, but rather 
as a sign of patriotic strength. 

Annapuli^, Uulvorsily of Peimsyl- 
vanla and Amherst are three exam- 
ples of big teams meeting with un- 
ex^i^cted reverses. Had these colleges 
been fortunate en<^ugh to have all of 
the men who would, under ordinary 
conditions, have been eligible for their 
elevens, It Is very probable that they 
would have won their games, especi- 
ally in the case of Annapolis and Am- 
Iterst. West Virginia, no doubt, has 
a strong team, but its victory over 
Annapolis was a little unexpected. A 
hard-fought conteat was looked for, 
but the result waa expected to be In 
favor of the midshipmen. Under or- 
dinary conditions Amherst would be 
expected to win from Mlddlebury, and 
yet the Purple lost, 19 to 7. 

Pennsylvania «as called upon to 
face a strong team In Georgia Tech, 
and the Red and Blue met with a bad 
reverse, the score being 41 to 0 In 
favor of the Southern team. Qeorgla 
undoubtedly has one ot the strongest 
teams in the South. The line la a 
very powerful one and It la aupplied 
with a backfleld which haa more than 
average ability. ' Pennsylvania evi- 
dently made a mistake In scheduling 
such a strong team (or ao early - in 
the season, eapecially thia fall. 

In most other instances the favor- 
ites won their games although in sev- 
eral cases the margin was small. West 
Point showed some fine football and 
with Captain Oliphant at hla best won 
an easy victory from Carnegio Tech 
by a Rcore of 28 to 0. Cornell opened 
Its 1917 season with a 32 to 0 victory 
over Oberlin, which compares very 
favorably with the 34 to 7 score of 
1916, the last time these two colleges 
met on the gridiron, 

Pittsburgh was given little opposi- 
tion by Bethany, and won, 40 to 0. 
Pennsylvania State had an eas^ time 
defeating Gettysburg 80 to 0, which 
would seem to indicate that the win- 
ner is going to make thing Interesting 
for all comers this fall. Rutgers went 
Pennsylvania State 10 points better 
in its game with Fort Wadsworth, 
but the chances are good that Its op- 
position was not as strong as that 
Pennsylvania State met. The Carlisle 
Indians gave evidence of coming back 
into the big-college class by taking 
Ftanklin and Marshall, into camp by 
a score of 60 to 0. '" 

There were some very .interesting 
results In New England, and one ' of 
these was the 27 to 0 victory scored 
by the Harvard Informal varsity over 
Dean Academy. ' It was the first time 
In many yeara that a Harvard varsity 
has played any but a college team on 
the football gridiron. The Crimson 
playera did finely, considering the 
conditions which have prevailed at 
Cambridge this (all, and.K they con- 
tinue throughout the season as well as 
they have started, they' will ° deserve 
much praise from the followers o( In- 
ter-collegiate football. 

Dartmouth .opened its season suc- 
cessfully, getting a 14 to 0 victory 
over Springfield Training' School. 
Both teaims were made up chiefly of 
green players. Brown met some strong 
opposition from Johns Hopkins and 
was well pleased to win by a 20 to 0 
score. Wesleyan met a worthy foe In 
Rhode Island Stat^ the final score 
being a pointless draw. Bowdoin 
started out with a < to 0 victory over 
the Portland Naval Reserve eleven, 
whole Colby had to cancel Its game 
with Ft. McKlnley.

The strict discipline maintained at 
the College Is one of the most valuable 
features of the course, and In addition, 
the oonstant praotioa of gymnastios. 
drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds! 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. . . , 

Commissions in all branches of' the 
Imperial service and. Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation Is eonaid- 
ered by the authoritiea' conducting the 
examination for Dominion ' Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by the Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario, It obtains the 
same exemptions as a B.A. degree. 

The length of the course Is three 
years In three terms of 9 H months 
eaoh. 

The total cost of the course. Includ- 
ing board, uniform. Instructional ma- 
terial, and all -extras Is about |S0O. 
. 'The annual competitive examination 
for admission to the Collage, takes 
place in May of each year, at the head- 
quarters ot the . several military, dis- 
tricts.

There they sleep— Officer and Pri 
vate— Briton, Frenchman, Belgian — 
yes, and German — side by side. The 
Medical Service Itnows neither race 
nor colour nor creed. And yet, some- 
how, I wonder whether when that 
LABt Trump shall suund all those 
Braves will open. I didn't wonder as 
I stood amongat the crosses — the 
solemnity of the thing was so ap- 
palling that tho mind stood still. At- 
one grave I found two lady garden- 
ers— the first who had arrived at the 
front— attending to the flowers; and I 
felt that never had woman done more 
aacred .work. At another I came on 
tho name of an old friend— a splendid 
boy from South Hackney, and at an- 
other— but lot It pass, There are 
some things which are better "not 
spoken of — they are too sacred for 
what Charles Lamb called "the gab 
ble of words." 

I talked with some of the German 
wounded. It was a trying' oirdeal', but 
I am glad 1 did It. On another occa- 
sion I wilt write further about It. but 
I want to say a few more things about 
our wonderful Medical Service,' We 
have all been in the habit of regard- 
ing >it as. concerned mainly with the 
wounded. As a matter of fact, Its 
chief work consists of promoting the 
health of the troops. . It. has Inoculât 
ed practically the ^whoj^of Northern 
Flanders and tntroiiuMdV the latest 
methods of sanitation -^^'^wltb(^the re 
suit that the old ratio of sickness to 
wounded — which used to be ten to 
one — has now almost disappeared. 
Enteric has dropped to about six oases 
a week In the whole British Army 
and you know that we now count it 
in millions. And the civilian popula 
latlon has benefited In like manner. 

And how splendid the women are! I 
came across a convoy of 120 motor' 
ambulances, all driven by them. Two 
ladles of culture and refinement were 
smothered In mud' and grease "clean- 
ing up" ; after a night run— and they 
couldn't understand It when I insisted 
upon shaking their dear, dirty hands. 
Of the sisters and nurses, what can i 
say? I saw them, in circumstances 
which would have tried the metal of 
the sternest man, unflinching In thoir 
ministrations to their charges. There 
are the V.A.D.'s, and' the W.A.A.C.'s, 
and all sorts of other corps, and I am 
told that when the foul Hun dropped 
bombs (fn the wards the other' night 
these glorious girls were the coolest 
people in the place. And we used to 
argue and quarrel about "Women's 
Rights!" Bless them— they are en- 
titled to anything they ask for. 

Well, the mail is going. Next week, 
both in this page and elsewhere, 1 
hope to be in a position to tell the 
public manj^ th(nga^I shall have learnt. 
To-day,. I thro.w;^^mij^; once more 
over tho wonderful •pwlncs' I have- wit- 
nessed, flcavy of heart, and sick of 
soul, I am comforted with the vision 
of the New World which Is being built 
on the graves of the mighty dead. The 
blood of these niartyrs Is the seed of 
something greater than any Church — 
the seed of a new civilization such as 
men have never yet dreamt of. I 
envy them their glory — as I envy the

The general plan proposed Is for 
each Provincial Committee to invite 
the co-operation of existing organiza- 
tions of farmers, such as Farmers' In- 
stitutes, Women's Institutes, Farmers' 
Clubs, the United Farmers, the Grain 
Growers' Association and similar bod- 
ies in the other Provinces, to dissem- 
inate inCorroatlon, receive contribu- 
tions and forward them to the Pro- 
vincial headquarters.

It is intended to make this special 
appeal to Canadian fannera ^n two 
separate occaaionià The organ&ed 
cheese factories aijd creameries have 
been Invited (o donate the proceeds of 
one day's milk (preferably on. one of 
the days of the anniversary of the 
great battles of the Marne, September 
6th to 10th). when the French àiînles, 
assisted by the Brltiah Rxpedltionary 
Force under General Sir John French, 
defeated five of the great armies. with 
which Germany was attempting to 
destroy France.

YALE HIT BY WAR. 

Tale opened Us 21Stta academic year 
on Thursday, September 26, with Its 
registration cut by war conditions 
from 1,800 to 2,000, or slightly more 
tl^an one-third. All departments, ex- 
cepting tile medical board, where the. 
enrolment Is about the same as last 
year, show large losses, especially the 
college, which drops from 1,502 stu- 
dents to about 800. The ente^ng 
classes In the colleg^ and the Shef- 
field (Scientific School nuptber about 
300 each, being from 75 to 80 per cent, 
of the normal registration. The sopho- 
more class in the college has about 
250. men, this Junior class 176, and the 
senior class^out 100. 

The teaching force is also largely 
diminished, leaves of absence having 
been granted to over forty members 
of the faculty for war work. President 
Hadley addressed the students on the 
opening of the University in a speech 
in which he mentioned the various 
units for which the students could 
prepare themselves.
